Ching called on the public to

“So much more progress can 
be made,” he said, if the nine 
wage experts could be let alone.

Others on the board say the 
agency’s first step should be to 
act on contracts or negotiations 
completed before Jan. 25, the 
hold-everything deadline. 

That would include the agree- 
ments hurried through by, John 
L. Lewis to get his miners $1.60 
a day wage boosts in hard and 
soft coal mines.

Most observers say the general 
formula for future wage 
creases would allow boosts of 
up to 10 per cent above Jan. 15, 
1950 levels.

Limits on Metals Studied. 

The Government is considering 
putting definite limits on the 
amount of steel and other metals 
that may be used to make /pas- 
senger cars and other durable 
consumer goods. 

Such limitations were described 
as a possibility during the sec- 
ond quarter of this year, which 
starts April 1. 

An official of the National 
Production Authority, which is- 
sues material control orders, told 
reporters several different ways 
of limiting steel and ; ceo ore 
for durable consumer g are 
being studied. 

One would limit the amount 
that could be used by an entire 
industry. would limit the 
amount that d be used by 
eachec company the field. A 
third would limit the amount that 
could go into a single automobile 
or other affected product. 

Aute Makers’ Preference. 

The NPA official, who pre- 
ferred not to be quoted by name, 
said auto manufacturers have in- 
dicated they would prefer limits 
on the amounts of steel and other 


metals they may use rather than using 
a restriction on the number of pe 


cars they may make. 

The official disclosed also that 
the NPA is considering relaxing 
some of its present bans on the 
use of copper in home construc- 
tion. 

The authority said it now ap- 
pears that a controlled materials 
plan for steel, copper ‘and alumi- 
num — similar to that operated 
during World War II—will 
come necessary if material short- 
‘ages continue. 

Under a controlled materials 
plan, supplies of the three basic 
metals would be allocated defi- 
nitely to defense and essential 
civilian uses.

When Alfred Feingold, Mrs. 
Knauff’s attorney, brought up 
Ferjencik’s name in a recent con- 
4 ference in Attorney General Mc- 
Grath’s office, Assistant Attorney 
General Peyton Ford said, accord- 
ing to Feingold, Me Ferjencik 
doesn’t even figure in the case.” 

This would appear to bear out 
Ferjencik’s disavowal and

Proposes Limit 


This, It Is Pointed Out; Would Provide for 
Roomy Development as Population 
Reaches 2,000,000 — Three Fourths of 
Land in the District Still Is Agricultural.

N argument for limiting urban sections of the metropolitan 
St. Louis district covered by the Bi-State Development Agency 
to about one tenth of the total area of the district is made in 


the agency’s new planning program. 

Area of the district is 3650 square miles, almost exactly divided 
between Missouri and Illinois. The report on planning, by Harland 
Bartholomew & Associates, urges limitation of the urban develop- 


ment to about 375 square miles. 


For comparison, this is about six 


times the size of the city of St. Louis or three quarters of the size 


of St. Louis county. P 
The’ 375-square-mile figure is 
arrived at with allowance for the 
2,000,000 population of the 
metropolitan district predicted by 
the report for 1970. It also allows 
for increasing roominess; a 1936 
study had shown that 842 acres 
of land were used for urban pur- 
poses here per each 100 popula- 
tion, but it assumed that the 
usage has increased to about 10 
acres per 100 population now, so 
that about 270 square miles are 
devoted to urban use at present. 
However, the area of 375 square 
miles, holding 2,000,000 popula- 
tion, would be utilized at the rate 
of 12 acres per 100 persons. 
Urban Concentration Favored. 


“Here is a serious problem,” 
says the report. “Virtually all. of 
the bi-state district is susceptible 
to urban development, yet. only 
a very small part will be needed 
for this purpose. The urban area 
should not be broken into small 
fragments ard scattered over the 
3650 square mies in the district, 
but should be directed into the 
375 square miles most logically 
suited to this use and most eco- 
nomically provided with such 
needed facilities and services as 
streets, sewers, water, parks and 
police and fire protection.” 

-Although urban concentration 
is advised, this does not mean 
that the planners visualize a 
single built-up area. It is recog- 
nized that this area could be 
split as needed. 


In much of the district there 
has been bad or ill-advised use of 
land, the report shows. To a 
-large extent there has been no 
consideration of the effect of land 
use on neighboring property or 
on the community. That condi- 
tion is not true in communities 
having. good zoning ordinances, 
well enforced. Poor use of land 
leads to defects such as traffic 
congestion, slums, blighted areas, 
lack of open spaces, and unsatis- 
factorily mixed residential, busi- 
ness and industrial neighbor- 
hoods, the report points out. 


| Many Satisfactory Features.. 


On the other hand, it is noted 
that many features of the district 
are satisfactory and should be re- 
tained, while proper planning 
could co-ordinate development 
and lead to elimination of the 
worst defects. 


Major land use problems here 
are listed as follows: Wide scat- 
tering of residential uses; disor- 
ganized pattern of residential de- 
velopment; widespread inter- 
mingling of uses; need to rebuild 
or rehabilitate the older districts; 
undesirable occupancy by dwell- 
ings of logical sites for industry. 

Industry is still noticeably con- 
centrated within the city of St. 
Louis, the survey finds. As a 
proof of this, it is noted that the 
city had a larger proportion of 
the district’s industrial employ- 
ment in 1947 than in 1940. (The 
report does not go into the in- 
creasing difficulty of finding suit- 
able industrial sites in St. Louis 
and St: Louis county.) It is found 
that the tendency is to distribute 
retail trade more evenly through- 
out the district, rather than con- 
centrate it in the central city. 

Much Land Farmed. 


In spite of the intensive ur- 
banization' of the metropolitan 
district as a whole,:almost threé 
quarters of its land is still being 
farmed, as shown by a 1945 ag- 
ricultural census. The major di- 
vision of the district’s area goes 
this way: Land being farmed, 2650 
square miles, or 72.6 per cent;

plants that satellite communities, 
separated from the main area of 
urbanization by wide stretches of 
farm land or other permanent 
open space, would be developed. 
Communities of this type would 
include De Soto, Wentzville, St. 
Charles, Edwardsville and Water- 


loo, and might also include com- 
plete (new) satellite cities. 


“A greater amount of organiza- 
tian of residential areas should be 
brought about. The haphazard 
‘urban sprawl’ over the country- 
side should be directed into a 
more coherent pattern. The in- 
dividual character and identity of 
such communities as Ferguson 
should be carefully preserved and 
not swallowed up by the urban ex- 
pansion, 


“While the central areas of St. 
Louis and East St. Louis are not 
developed at excessive densities 
in comparison with older cities in 
the East, it would be desirable to 
reduce present densities because 
of the improvement in living con- 
ditions that would result. Part of 
this could come about through in- 
troduction of more open space in 
these areas. 


“There are many disadvantages 
to the present pattern of income 
groups within the area—low-in- 
come families crowded around the 
central br-iness district, in turn 
surrounded by successive bands of 
increasingly higher income 
groups. Certain parts of the cen- 
tral areas are better adapted to 
higher-income housing. A much 
larger area for lower income 
housing is certainly essential, as 
evidenced by the piling up of low- 
income families in the obsolete 
parts of the city of St. Louis in 
the past 10 years.” 


Discussion of Slum Clearance. 


The report has something else 
to say as to housing: “A major 
difficulty is the piecemeal ap- 
proach being taken to what is es- 
sentially an interrelated metro- 
politan problem. Decen* housing 
should be provided for all fam- 
ilies in the bi-staite area. This 
cannot be done by the concurrent 
elimination of slums in one part 
of the area and. construction of 
them in another... Low-income 
housing should be built in the 
best location in the metropolitan 
area; sites should not be limited 
to a few vunicipalities.” 


Lack of zoning, subdivision reg- 
ulations and building regula- 
tions in many parts of the dis- 
trict are emphasized by the re- 
port. Modern codes for these 
subjects and for minimum hous- 
ing standards are recommended. 


Other recommendations in this 
field include: A housing pro- 
gram for the whole district, to 
be formulated by the Bi-ftate 
Agency; new or proved legis- 


subdivision’ control in the two 


states, as. indicated. variously; 


tablishment of local housing au- 


thorities in the counties of the 
district as well as in the City of 
St. Louis; a continuous land use 
survey of the district, by the Bi- 
State Agency, which also ‘should 
prepare a land use plan, with par- 
ticular attention to availability o° 
industrial sites.

Communist China’s expanding 
arm of 6,000,000 men already has 
the military capacity to pursue 
simultaneously the war in Korea, 
an attempt at invasion of For- 
mosa and “volunteer” interven- 
tion in French Indochina. 

All of Red China is on a war 
footing, these ohgervers say. 
There are curfews in many big 
cities, mass conscription, the for- 
mation of air defense ‘headquar- 
ters in every large population 
center and the rapid recruiting of 
first-aid teams for use’ in the 
event of American bombings, 
which the Red propaganda flatly 
asserts have already begun in 
Manchtria. 

With all credit to the casualties 
inflicted by the United States Air 
Force and ground troops in Ko- 
rea, it is felt strongly here that 
the present Communist tactics 
there are at least in part related 
to the international political 
scene. 

Military Men Skeptical. 

There is, obviously, no point in 
the Chinese exposing themselves 
to the inevitable casualties of of- 
fensive action if they can obtain 
the kind of settlement they want 
through international politics. 

Military men in Hong Kong 
who ‘were associated with the Chi- 
nese Communists in the days of 
the common front against the Jap- 
anese are skeptical of reports that 
casualties have caused the Com- 
munists to make a full-scale re- 
treat. 

The toll of winter warfare and 
aerial attacks may, indeed, be a 
motive for Peiping’s frequent re- 
sorting to the council table, but 
so far, the observers point out, the 
Communists have not shown any 
tendency to back down from their 
original aims—a Communist Ko- 
rea, a Communist Formosa and a 
free hand in Indochina. 

The Chinese leaders are telling 
their people to expect invasion of 
their coast and bombing of their 
cities. Two months before the 
Chinese intervention in Korea 
Mao Tse-tung, Chinese Commu- 
nist leader, took sharp measures 
to move many critical industries 
inland and to stiffen air raid de- 
fense. 

In discussing Formosa, experts 
are inclined to believe that there 
is an equal chance that the Com- 
munists will attempt to conquer 
the island before August of this 
year, but there is considerable 
doubt that an initial attempt 
would succeed as long as. the 
United States Seventh Fleet is on 
hand and as long as Russia does 
not provide extensive submarine 
and aerial assistance. 

Submarine Base on Hainan. 

There are: signs that the Rus- 
sians are planning substantial 
support. One is the swift de- 
velopment of Hainan island, cap- 
tured from the Nationalists last 
spring, into a reasonably good 
submarine base. No one knows 
the intentions of the Russians, 
but they do have a lot of sub- 
marines and Hainan is very close 
to Formosa. 

Another sign was the announte- 
ment by Chuh Teh, commander 
in chief of the Chinese Commu- 
nist Army, on Jan. 1 that For- 
mosa would be taken “despite 
handicaps” put in the way 
“American imperialists.”

This is still not clear, but 
in the absence of definite af- 
firmative reports from the Air 
Force of any large-scale with- 
drawal, which would be difficult 
to conceal altogether by night 
movements, it begins to look as 
though the reports that at least 
60,000 enemy troops are south of 
the river and preparing to make 
a stand there may be true. 


Outposts Aggressive. 


This conjecture (it is little more 
than that) is further supported 
by frontline reports that,- during 
the last day or so, the enemy 
outpost units, in battalion or com- 
pany strength, have become ag- 
gressive and are striking into our 
front at night, trying apparently 
to reach command posts if pos- 
sible.

Our agents emblazon in red 
paint the letter “F’” on the streets 
and public buildings in the Sov- 
iet sector. All in the resistance

“friendship for the oppressed” 
and “fight against the Soviet 
system.” 

The sight of these letters every- 
where makes the Soviet tyrants 
angry and uneasy, but they have 
been unable to stop us. 


We were to launch this new 
campaign on July 20, 1949—the 
fifth anniversary of the unsuc- 
cessful attempt, in which I parti- 
cipated, to crush the Nazi regime 
by assassinating Hitler. As I 
learned later, Soviet secret agents 
watched me when I made a 
speech on the campaign at the 
Berlin opera. A few days later 
they tried to abduct me. They 
failed, I believe, only because of 
a sudden change-of my plans. 

Plan for Kidnaping. 

The Russians had learned that 
I was to travel by bicycle from 
my home to my office in Berlin. 
Two cars filled with the Red 
agents were parked near my 
home that day. The plan, as 
later revealed, was ‘for one car 
to run me down. The second car 
was to stop and the agents were 
to offer to help me in the “re- 
grettable accident.” They were 
to offer to take me to a doctor. 

Of course they intended to de- 
liver me to the Soviets. 

But for some reason that day, 
I decided not to go to the office. 
A neighbor got suspicious at see- 
ing the two cars parked near my 
home and called the police. The 
police circled the block. One car 
sped away, but the other car, 
with four occupants, was seized.

Yet this area lives and works very largely as. 


a single unit. Despite numerous tendencies to 
“balkanization,” the forces which unify ‘East 
Side and West Side, cities and counties, town 
and country, are strong and increasing. It 
makes sense for all of the parts of the area to 
plan their future together—and the Bi-State 
Agency is the body to do it. 

In this’ six-county region on both sides of the 
Mississippi live one and three-quarter million 
persons. They have a total spendable income of 
more than two and one half billion dollars a 
year. It is the ninth largest metropolitan area 


in the country, and its per capita income- is 


higher than the average of all metropolitan 
areas. As Mr. Bartholomew’s report says, 


The area has a sound, prosperous and di- 
versified economic base. The physical char- 
acteristics of the site are well adapted to an 
outstanding urban area, being far more in- 
teresting topographically than Chicago and 
yet not presenting the difficulties of New 


York. 
On this sound base could be built a far 


sounder structure if the 1,750,000 people of this 
one big city will work together. Mr. Bartholo- 
mew notes as the principal problems “appalling 
inadequacies in planning for the future”; inade- 
quate streets and highways; disunited and poor 
public\ transportation; a chaos of freight termi- 
nals; lack of a metropolitan airport system; an 
80 per cent to 50 per cent deficiency of park 
facilities, and urgent need for drainage and 
sewer improvements. 

It is vital that the Bi-State Agency, as the 
only agen¢y which can do the job, should tackle 
all of these problems as rapidly as possible. 
Certainly there should be no delay in getting 
started on a comprehensive plan. In time it is 
hoped that earnings from its own projects— 
freight terminals, bridges, airports and possibly 
parking garages— finance such planning. 
Until those earnings start coming in the agency 


should receive reasonable aid from the two 


states.

ment indemnity paid to the dependents of every 
soldier, sailor or airman who died while on 
active duty. Thus everybody would be covered, 
not just those men who chose to take out an 
insurance policy. But there would be no Gov- 
ernment coverage available for veterans who 
leave the armed forces without seriods disability. 

From the standpoint of men in the services; 
this proposal is all to the good, for it would 
cost them nothing. From the standpoint of 
veterans, it is not so good, because it would 
expire when they returned to civilian life, and 
the only insurance coverage they then could 
obtain would be at the considerably higher 
ordinary commercial rates. However, while G.h. 
policies were issued to about 16,000,000 persons 
during World War II, only, 5,000,000 veterans 
held their insurance in some form as of last 
June. 

For that group, the insurance system was pref- 
erable to the indemnity plan. For the other 
half, the insurance system was a loss, because 
they now have nothing to show for the premi- 
ums they had to pay to receive coverage while 
in the armed services. 

From the standpoint of the Government and 
the taxpayer, the indemnity system is prefer- 
able. It is cheaper, because it saves adminis- 
trative costs. Comptroller General Warren has 
estimated that the indemmity plan would have 
saved the Government $578,000,000 had it been 
in effect in the 10-year period from 1940 to 1949. 
That is certainly no inconsiderable sum. With 
the scales apparently evenly balanced from the 
standpoint of benefits to veterans, should this 
saving be the deciding factor in favor of the 
indemnity plan? This is a question for which 
Washington needs an answer.

Roosevelt’s legacies to this country are many. 
Not the least of them is the high heart with 
which he took on every challenge—the unshak- 
able belief that the commonalty of man would 
move forward; the unfaltering confidence in the 
soundness of the principles he fought for; the 
unquenchable hopefulness of the man.

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7 wo Ways to Go About It 


Sweeping statements about the possibilities 
of reducing the federal payroll are not uncom- 
mon, but Representative Bender of Ohio is the 
author of an uncommonly sweeping one. The 
number of federal employes, says Representa- 
tive Bender, “could be cut in half and a much 
better job would be done.” 

We do not doubt that there are some em- 
ployes on the federal payroll who do not earn 
their pay, and we would like to see them dis- 
pensed with. There are many, many others 
who work hard and well, and we would like to 
see them encouraged to continue to do so in the 
public service. Disparaging remarks to the 
federal service as a whole tend to impair 
morale, but they do not cut out the deadwood 
that is complained. of. 

A constructive course which Representative 
Bender could take would be to work for legis- 
lative budgeting. Congress has tried to budget, 
but, finding it difficult, has pretty much given 
up. Yet if it went into budgeting carefully, it

Butler is a St. Paul, Minn., 
business man whose interests in- 
elude a shipbuilding firm, and a 
chemical warfare plant. He has 
been in the diplomatic service 
since 1946 when he was named 
ambassador to Australia. He was 
shifted to Havana in 1948. 

Although Butler did not explain 
the “personal reasons” for | his 
resignation, friends understood 
he felt he should return to his 
business interests in view of the 
rearmament drive.

A Gray Monotony. 


It had all become a gray 
monotony of the heart and mind, 
and I had become so worn down 
with it that I no longer could 
write it. I could feel the suffer- 
ing of soldiers and civilian refu- 
gees. I could share their dangers. 
But I no longer could come back 
and put those experiences into 
words. I guess I came to iden- 
tify myself too damn much with 
this American Eighth Army I 
have learned to love. 

When a reporter no longer can: 
write about what he sees, it is 
time that he pasture hfs spirit | 2. 
elsewhere for a time. And that 
is why I left for home, neither 
the first nor the last to go—but 
one who wants to try it again, 
when he can do it again. Other- 
wise it would be better that I put 
away my typewriter and pick up 
a rifle. 

Heat Turns to Cold. 


It was a hot and sunny day 
when I landed at the airfield here 
last July: Men fainted in the 
heat as they fought upon the hills. 
They were on the defensive then. 
They were basically back upon 
the defensive again on the cold 
bright day I went back out to the 
same d to start my return 
trip to America. A bitter wind 
was blowing, and frostbite was 
now a problem to the men fight- 
ing in the hills. 

The jeep moved _ swiftly 
through the refugee-crowded 
streets of Taegu. Moca of the 
refugees wore Ww bandages 
eemiort sg Seog te hide the 
sp of gangrene. 
They had frozen their faces 
marching south from Seoul, and 
in a few days many would be 
dead. They were only corpses 
afoot. 

In the plane I boarded were 
a number of happy soldiers get. 
ting a five-day leave back in 
Japan. We took off. The plane 
circled over a bare field dotted 
with white crosses. It was the 
largest United Nations ceme- 
tery in Korea. 

In six months I had made 
some friends and lest some 
friends, and some of them were 
there under the crosses below. 

I felt I might never see Korea 
again, or know these dead and 
living friends again as I had 
known them here. I pulled my 
chin down into my parka and 
cried silently and alone until I 
fell asleep. 

That was the parting I had 
from Korea, where better men 
than I have lost something they 
never can recover—no, not even 
if tomorrow a candle of peace 
were suddenly lit upon every 
bloody frozen hill from Man- 
churia to Pusan.

“We know there are a lot of 
drives for a lot of causes,” says 
Mrs. William Dee Becker, ener- 
getic campaign. director for the 
local drive, “but it is because of 
these drives and because people 


.are fundamentally generous that 


America leads the world in re- 
search and health. 

“The money we collect will be 
used for grants to enable research 
men to go into the field more 
thoroughly and for aid for the 
afflicted. People do not negd to 
be educated a great deal concern- 
ing arthritis itself. Everyone 
knows someone or has someone 
in the family who is afflicted with 
it. What they do need is an 
awareness of what can be done.” 

Despite the optimistic publicity 
given the “miracle” hormones, 
cortisone and ACTH, these do not 
constitute a cure for arthritis. 
They act as pain killers, which 
is, in itself, a great step forward, 
for as one oft-quoted arthritis 
patient once remarked, “No one 
dies of arthritis, but oh, how they 
sometimes wish they would.” 

Arthritis is not a new disease. 
Archeologists have evidence prov- 
ing that ancient man.and even 
ancient animals, notably the dino- 
saurs, were afflicted with ar- 
thritis. This is scant consolation 
for the person suffering from it. 

There are two major types of 
arthritis, rheumatoid and osteo- 
arthritis; rheumatic fever, gout, 
and fibrositis are related diseases. 
Osteoarthritis is mainly a disease 
of old age, of degeneration of 
bone and muscle, sometimes from 
over-use. Although crippling, it is 
not as severe as rheumatoid, 
which occurs between the ages of 
25 and 50, most often between 
35 and 40, most often in women. 

The cause or causes of arthritis 
are unknown; authorities believe 
it might be caused by infection, 
by a change in metabolism, by 
emotional upsets. In the latter, 
they cite the numf r of cases that 
occurred to women whose sofis 
were sent oversezs during the last 
war. Oddly enough, two condi- 
tions have been found to make 
arthritis disappear—jaundice and 
pregnancy. The story is told of 
one woman who had nine chil- 
dren, less from a desire for par- 
enthood than as a desire for relief 
from arthritis, 


x « * 
HESE factors led to experi- 


ments with the idea that hor-’ 


mone changes might have an 
effect, and to the discovery of the 
miraculously effective treatments, 
cortisone and ACTH. Effective as 
they are, both drugs have draw- 
backs. They are expensive, their 
effects are temporary, and otca- 
sionally they produce adverse re- 
actions, such as increases of blood 
sugar, hairy growths, skin erup- 
tions, nervousness. Scientists and 
medical men agree that their ma- 
jor contribution has been in 
furthering research along the 
right lines. 

“Cortisone and ACTH we 
never represented as having cur- 
ative power but only the power 
to alleviate pain,” says Dr. Robert 
Moore, dean of Washington Uni- 
versity’s School of Medicine, and 
a vice president of -the. local 
Foundation.
